Good I'roKraniuic of Events The

The day 
was a clear, but hot and sultry one, 
but in spite of the heat, the games, 
systematic in their arrangement, 
were gone through with enthusiasm

In presenting the medals and 
piizes, the youthful chairman of 
the picnic arrangeinenis surprised 
the audience by auiH)uncing that 
Win. Marshall had won the title of 
champion deaf-mute cyclist of fhc 
tcorld at ten tiiiles. There were no 
competitors fiom further than 
twenty-tive miles from New York, 
and a total of only six competitors, 
nOne of whom ever won a race out- 
side of small amateur events. 

The Marshalls are good and fast 
racers, ami Win. is better of Leslie 
at short distances. I>oth are spright 
of build — the kind to cut through 
the air, and lliere is no doubt but 
either can beat any one of the deaf 
wheelmen in Southern New York, 
but as to being deaf champions of 
the world, that is vastly difTercnl.

Rev. Austin W. Mann of Cleve- 
land, ()., who has been so success- 
ful in his missionary work among 
the ileaf-niiitcs, administered the 
Holy Communion and preached to 
a number of the unfortunates Sun- 
day in the parish house of Trinitj' 
Epi.scopal Church. Mr. Mann's talk 
was based upon three legends wihch 
are over the triple doors of the 
Cathedral of Milan, spanning the 
splendid aiH'hes. They are .• "All 
that which pleases is for a moment," 
" All that which trobles is for a 
moment, " and "That only is impoi- 
t:int which is eternal. " He im- 
pressed u[)on his hearers the value 
of and the liappiin>ss in remember- 
ing legends and applying them in 
our everyday lite. Each one had a 
special message to such of those of 
the human race who sufTerod any 
misfoitune. 

While here Mr. Mann is arrang- 
ing for the fifteenth convention of 
the Pennsylvania Society for the 
Advancement of the Deaf, which is 
to be held in the chapel of the First 
Presbyterian Church, Wood Street, 
August 20-31. Over 300 delegates 
are expected from dilTerent parts of 
the State. The programme in- 
cludes a public meetingfor the elec- 
tion ofiiceis ;al>anquet and a trolley 
ride to Kennywood Park and Mc- 
Keesport. Mr. Mann has been 
engaged in the work for 25 years.

"To sucli an oMeni have the 
police abused the right of carrying 
revolvers in the past few months 
that immediately after the shooting 
of a helpless deaf-mute lad uptown 
in a raid on corner loungers, the 
policemen were instructed to use 
their revolvers in cases only when 
their lives were in danger." 

Such a rule, if enforced, will 
afford some protection to the deaf 
in future.

At the second convention, 
Laurent Clerc and John R. Burnet, of 
illustrious memory, were elected honorary 
members, but their names do not appear in 
the published list. Surely the devoted 
.services of these famous teachers, for the 
a<lvancement of the ileaf, are t(X> glorious in 
results to lie forgotten by us, and in 
adding their names to the projier places in 
the list of honorary members, we perform 
tardy justice, correct an error, and increase 
the dignity of the Association. 

Kroin 1883 onward the Association may 
be said to have ha<l a new existence, and 
with even a smaller meml>ership, accom- 
plished more than in the two preceding 
deca<les. It is tjetween that period and 
the 7)resent time that the real work of tlie 
As.sociation has t>een inaiiifesti-d so strong- 
ly as to call forth the encomiums of many 
lea<lers in the educational and religious 
itnprovement of the deaf. 

In a<lditioii to the names alrea<ly men- 
tioned as t)eing connected with the 
original formation of the Association, it 
would l)e a neglect of duty not to extend 
this notice to others who have notjly twrne 
their share in the work confideif to us 
The first two presidents have already l>een 
alluded to. The third presiilent was Mr. 
Alphonse Johnson, who is .still living, as is 
his immediate sucoess<^>r, Mr. Henry C 
Rider ; but neither of these have niani 
fested an interest in the Association in the 
I>ast twenty years. I'ollowing the.se came 
the regenerators of the organization in this 
order : K<lwin A, II<j<Tgson, I'ort L. 
Seliney, Thomas I-'rancis I'ox, Rev. C 
Orvis Dantzer, Thomas II. Jewell, Jona 
than II. iMdy, and again the present 
incumbent. With the two exceptions 
previously noted, and the late William M 
Chamljerlain, all the presidents and secre- 
taries, since the foundation of the organiza- 
tion, are still living. 

Mr. Seliney, who served as president 
1888-91, and Secretary 1877 79, .stands first 
in date of earliest tneinbershi]) among the 
active memljers. Mr. H'xlgs<jn, Secretary

record for the longest continuous service 
and attendance at all the conventions since 
1877. For myself, I can mixlestly lay 
claim to twenty-<me years of continuous 
memf>ership, and service as Secretary 
t>etween 1885-91, and I'resident 1891 94, 
and by your goo<l will, still filling the 
office.

CoriHumption; 2H Typhoid Fever; 78. Hit and 
23, Causes not given. 

Of the 07 death records oblaineil. the old- 
est were BH, iW, 04. and W yci/irs of age, and 
82 were atiove 4(1 years of age, 23 ubovB fit). 
Kleven wi?re killed liy the c.irs, but they 
were all yoiiiir/ pi'ojilr. under itil yearsof age, 
whose undciHfaiidiiiK. that the Railroad is 
a most dangei-dUH highway for pedestrians, 
had tieeri fully develop<«l. Some of them 
were killed at dangerous eros^ings, wlii-re 
hearing lieople have tieen killed under simi 
jar conditions, but nt least seven of the«(? in 
mv records were of the hiiinari speel'is.

aware of Its existence fu 1775, and rudely 
attemiiled r,o uet a slice of it, but the recep- 
tion n'ven them by the patriotic people of 
MaHHachusetts was so warm that they were 
compelled to leave it. never to return.

It knows not such a thiiiff as 
Mound, yet it is capable of conveying ideas 
to the minds of the deaf with such rlear- 
nesH, force and rapidity as to exclt;e wonder 
and admiration. Hy this wonderful laUKU- 
axe we can understand divine services, 
Krasp the meaniiiK of public addres.ses 
throuKli all interiueter, soar up Into the 
lofty realms of poetry, and no through all 
the liitricadoH of parliamentary law in 
coniliictliiK the business of our coiiven- 
tinns. Considering all this. It is not to be 
Wondered at that we should take to this 
tniHle of coiiiinuniitatlou among ourselves 
in preference to the dull, slow, uncertain 
and tedious method of lij) reading. 

AKaiii we experience a certain pleasure at 
lieiiiK permitted to meet aKiiln In this ltooiI. 
old State of Massachusetts. I say nood, for 
MaHSHchusetts has ever proveil herself to be 
tt Htaiicli friend of the deaf, nnd it Is but 
natural that this friendship should be 
reciprocated by us. When the school at 
Hartford, the first of its kind in America, 
was opened in 1H17, Massacliu.HetIs at once 
made arraiiKements to send her deaf chil- 
dren there to be educated, anil this patron 
aae she has kepi, up to the preseiil day. 
JiJvery year the governor of Massachusetts 
and Ills council or sniiie legislative commlt.- 
Um, not Infrequently both, make it a rule 
to visit the llartfonrSchool thus keepliiK 
themselvfls in touch with tlie pronress of 
the (diildren, and showiiiK that the .State 
has lost none of her old time interest In t he 
deaf. Hesides this, there Is the excellent 
oral school at Northampton, toKcther with 
the Horace Mann School of this city and 
the Heverly School, and lastly the Catholic 
Hcliool at .lainaica I'lalns, all of wiiich the 
State patroni/.eH, allowinif parents to name 
the one of their choice. This arianifemeiit 
KIvch the parents of the deal' of the .Miat.e a 

f;reat variety of ncIiooIh to select from, but 
t Is an open (|unHtion, If it in thu bent that 
Rould lie deviseil. 

Thus doi's Massachusetts provide for the 
education of her deaf children, and It Is 
hlKlily KrnlifylnK to note that within her 
Ixirders reside some of the most int'dliKent 
and liiKlily successful deaf personn to be 
found aii.vwhere In this country. This 
Htatement Is verlMed by the fH.c.t tliat, Mr. 
Henry ('. While, our orator, and Ihe live 
pi'rsoiiH named to rend papers at this coii 
veiition are all residents of MassachUHel ts.

There is another thing connected with 
Uiis benevolence of Massachusetts to which 
we love to refiu-. Some years ago, I do not 
recall the exeat date, she took her deaf chil- 
dren from tho control of the Hoard of Public 
('haritles, and turned them over to the 
Hoard of liiducation whore tli(>y rightly be- 
long. This was ail act of honorable justice 
to tho deaf, and the other States of the 
countrv one by one are falling in lino Tlie 
deaf are not otijects of charity, anil Massa- 
chusetts was tlie first to recoKiii/.e this fact. 
All they ask of the State is a free education 
which Is the common birthright of every 
American child irre ipectivo of race, caste 
or afTIication. tiive tOiom that and they are 
equipped to perform their duties in life. 
Tlieir dependency liecomes a thing of the 
past. They enter into business, and are not 
only williiig, but ambitious to support 
themselves and Iheir families. Many of 
the deaf of the country own their homes, 
and are paying back to the State in taxes 
more than wliat was exiiended for their 
education. Do you call this charity y Not 
a bit of it. Nothing is nioru distasteful to 
us 

Thorn 1« nothing of importauce in a busi- 
ness point of view for nie to report in this 
address, as no committee were appointed at 
our last convention. However. I am happy 
to 1)0 able to sav that the alTairs of tho as- 
sociation aro in a iirosiioroiis condi'ion. 
The secretary and treasurer will make their 
reports In due course of time. Tlie 
Morrison boqiioBt of WCK), belonging to 
our as.Mociation remains on dejiosit In the 
society for savings at Hartford. t!onn., 
where it has been for tho past six years. 
The hearing directors of this fund, Vfessrs.

In that year, tho foundation of the 
elaborate systein now in use was laid, and 
the sign- laiiguaue in combination with the 
manual alphanet were the stone and 
mortar of our instruction, a solid, enduring 
base upon which was reared the intelligent, 
useful iiianliood and womanliood of to-day. 
Had any other systiom boon used in the 
beginning, would there liavi' arisen In the 
course 111 a liuiiilicd years a race of such 
vigorous moiitalltv as has maiilfcsled itself 
in almost all walks of lifeV I am afraid 
that, without the slgn-langiingo of (Jallaii- 
detaiid Cleic. wo would have furnished the 
most comph'te illustration of siiporessed 
mental develoiiment of which human 
nature is capable, and we have many such 
specliueiiN here in classic Hoston, wliero the 
oral method is an unreasoning fad. More 
than that, there would not be standing in 
WashiiiKton. 1). <" . a college for the higher 
iwlucatioii of the deaf, to-day. Neither 
would there be now in e.Klstence churches 
and iiilsslons devoted to our spiritual wel- 
fare. These blessings we owe to the 
original stone and morlar in which our 
education was laid, nearly a century ago. 
No other system was |)onslble In the 
lieglnning. In the process of lime, addi- 
tions and iiii|)roveiiieiils were in order, and 
these changes were well teslcil by the 
siicci'ssors of Oallaudet and lUerc and 
liicor|)orated into tl e original syHteiu 
whoiiovor found pract icalilo- hence the 
charges of bigotry or ultra couiiervatlsjii 
iiave never been (aid at the doors of the 
iiullders-up of our ediicatlbn. 

The true use of signs was to fill up the 
barren wastes of the iineducatdl mind with 
living images and clearer conceptions, ami 
the next step was to give a name and ex- 
pression to each object, idea and emotion In 
the newly-awMkeued intellect. This has 
always been the most dillleult operation 
nniler any system whatever but the sign 
luettl'"' h'"'' tii>i'ti ruiiiiil til lii> iiiiliMpi'iiMiibU' 



for the fullest development of tho pupil's 
inontal capacities, from that day to this. 

When at a later period, Miss Rogers, of 
Northampton, succeeded in establishing 
the fact ttiat, with time and painstaking 
care, sjieech could be taught to the deaf, 
this method was incorjiorated into the 
system of signs and (Inger-gpelling, thus 
broadening the scoi>e of our instruction 
and making an important addition to the 
original methods. However, as time went 
on, experience enabled teachers and princi- 
pais to adapt each method to each pupil to 
his best advantage. Thus when it was 
found tliat a certain proportion of the deaf, 
about one-third to the wnolo number, could 
well be taught by this oral method, these 
fortunate few were put into separate 
classes liy themselves and instructed only 
by speech and lip reading, though only 
after the sign-language had been used for 
their mental development, and this ar- 
rangement gave birth to tlie modern Com- 
bined System. 

Again, when it liecamo evident to the 
practiced eye of Principals that a still 
smaller proportion of the deaf had minds 
whicii were bettor developed than those of 
the rest unon entrance to school and did 
not !-o mucn need the ground-work of signs, 
this class was segregrated as far as was 
possible in order to improve their acquisi- 
tion of speech to the fullest extent. We 
have several such graduates in our midst, 
who have picked up signs without any 
harm to their powers of speech, as they 
themselves will bear testimony. 

Of late years, a still more determined 
effort to .separate the shoe]) and goats has 
boon made by housing them under separate 
roofs with special instructors in the same 
institution, allowing no intercourse be- 
tween them, and this is known under the 
name of the "Kclectic System." It has 
one grave fault in that too many pupils are 
forced into the jmrely-oral method under 
a desperate etfort to swell the niimln'r of 
graduales to the lrre|)arable injury of their 
mental and spiritual develoiiment. The 
success of the oral method is purely a mat- 
tor of mental development and this cannot 
lie secured without the use of signs in the 
majority of cases. 

In the process of evolution, it was ascer- 
tained that, while the sign-language 
promoted the activity of the liraiii, its use 
ciiiild well bo disponsed with after certnin 
stages of development, and more atteption 
given to the Hcqnisition of Kuglish, hence no 
up-to-date teachers will ii.se signs in the 
sciiool-room in the upper gardes, resorting 
to speech in certain cases and writing or 
spenini; in others. As a means to an end, 
tlie original niot'od introduced into Ameri- 
can institutions hy (lallaudet has jiroved its 
utility. 

Thus as we have seen, from the first year 
of our education, there have been growth, 
ilovclopnient and expansion in the original 
system. So great have been the changes 
tiiat, at tho present time, out of a total of 
eighty schools (or more) tho niimlM'r of 
those in which the manual alphaliet and 
signs are still used, there are but seven with 
a matter of 75 or SO pnnils; two where the 
spelling method is iiseu to tho profi^ssed ex- 
clusion of signs, those at (Cincinnati, Ohio 
and Hochestor, N. Y., with an enrollment 
of 1(W1 pupils; twenty schools with SOflpupils 
(iractice the pnrely-'oral method, and lastly 
but not leastly. the Combined .'^y.stoiii 
sciiools of fifty with 7,700 pupils, with this 
iuiportaut sub-division of 5,'.J00 under 
instruction in signs and fingcr-spelliug in 
happy coiubi nation with speech andlifi-read- 
in gaud 'J..M)0 (about one-third) wholly by 
the oral method. 

As far as we can see, perfection in me- 
thods, after 100 years, has lieen reached in 
the Combined System, and if if were left 
lo us, wo would make it the only one for all 
time lo come, but we have not tiieearof the 
public and are powerless to influence legis- 
laiion in the face of such powerful opposi 
tion (IS wc moot within the blind advocates 
of oralism, backed as f hey are tlie prestige 
of wealth and social infiuonce. .As the cur- 
rent of public opinion isgel.liiig loo stroni.'- 
ly ill favor of ovalism; as the number of 
oral schools is steadily on tho iiii'reasc, and 
as I he friends of the (lallaudet System .arc 
yieliiinii more and more to popular pres- 
surc. the day is not far distant when all 
other methods tiiirether with on iiiutiial 
asMoclatsoiis. church uiis-iions and iicws- 
papers. will be submergd in tho rising tide 
and swept away, as has haiipeiied in 
Rnrone, and when thatday comes, (Jod help 
the deaf of America ! For. thou, they will 
!)<< lost, morally and iut.cllectuilly.

hours. Kdiicniion for the deaf 
eliild was within easy leach. He 
knew orally tan«ht and deaf-nnites 
tiitmhl tiy the "combined system," 
iiiid conid say that the orally 
tauKld wen* deflci«»nt in matters 
religions. Th(>y conld not obtain 
Ihe benelita of leliKion, because 
they could not road the lips of 
piencherH. 

Mr. W. K. Chase made a few 
remarks upon tho oration, and 
then, by vote, il was dtH'ided (o 
hold a session in the afternoon from 
2 till 4 only. 

Recess was then taken. 

Monday— Afternoon Srssion. 
The llrst in the order of pro- 



ceedines in the afternoon was a 
pai»er on the "Oral Method," by 
Phil Morin. It was very weil 
written, but concerned chiefly the 
mechanical possibililiivs in articula- 
tion teachinfr. t)ne Ihinj? in it dt*- 
serves special notice, which is that 
Ihe writer did not ajrreo with the 
jxilicy of oral t<>aehers in c.nition- 
in^r Iheii pupils to shtui the deaf 
entirely and mingle only with the 
h«>arinir. 

Mr. Habbltt thouKht Mr. Morin 
should have "si)oken his own 
piece," instead of having Prof. 
(Mark nive it in sinus and Mi.s8 
Small read it orally. 

K. A. IIod^'Hon, as an honorary 
member was invited to say some 
Ihinj;:. He said Mr. Morin's paper 
was principally made up of a8.«er- 
tions concerninK the ability to 
teach a deaf child to arti(fnlate. 
That I''ccheiin(>r was an exception 
and not an example. He said that 
the "combined system" was the 
best. 'l\'a(diin>r speech to those 
who can prolit by il is jrood ; but to 
nnikeall childriMi lit one method 
was wronif. He spoke of his Urst 
visit lo Hoston twenty years nno, 
and of the convention people he 
met. He related how Prof. Fox 
and hin'self, starling fr»)m Si»ollny 
Sijuare for the Shernuin House, 
came round to the starting point 
three times before they located the 
hoUd. He said Ihe Okak-MutKS' 
Jouhnai. would hereafter have re- 
gular weekly news letters fiom 
New Kngland. He then announc- 
ed that Mr. M. H. HiitchinHon, the 
inventor of the akoiilallion would 
give all an opportunity to test it 
after Ti p.m. 



Miss Mackay said that oialism 
was a good thing, and Ihe deaf 
should not oppose it. 

Mr. Crane cited numerous exam- 
ples of success by the "combined 
system," naming the late Henry 
Winter Syle and others. For 
every example of success the oral- 
ist.s could produce the " combined 
system " .schoolw could show fifty or 
a hundred. 

Mr. Frisbee said that it was more 
important to know how to write 
well and read understandingly, 
than to acquire merely a little 
ability to say a few (commonplace 
words. lie advist^l all to read the 
newspapers — beginning always at 
Ihe editorials — and practice writing 
every day. 

Mrs. Rhoda Uarnarti also took 
part in the debate. 

Mrs. George A. Holmes read a 
paper on " The Success of Deaf 
Mothers in Rearing their Childi-en." 

Mr. E. W. Frisbee presented a 
paper on religious missions to the 
deaf, after which all rei)aired to tlie 
State Capitol and wore photograph- 
ed by Alex L. Pach. 

Tuesday Morning. 

The members were not very 
prompt at the morning session, not- 
withstanding that a cool breeze had 
taken the place of the furnace-like 
heat of the two prt'ceding days. 

Pi'OctM'dings begun with prayer 
by Prof. Clark. President Crane 
announced that disci ssion on Mrs. 
Holmes' paper read the day before 
was in order. Mr. Bigelow, Mi-s. 
Rhoda Harnard, Mr. Pierce, of 
Taunton, John T. Tillinghast, H. 
K. Habbilt and H. C. White took 
part in the discu.ssion. 

Mi.ss McKay's paper on the pass- 
ing .of the signs was read by an 
obliging reporter of Ihe Hoston 
Traiisn ipi, and iiiterpreteil by 
Prof. Clark, for whiidi he received 
tlie thanks of the convention. Mr. 
\V. K. Chase discussed the paper 
with vehement i>rotest against the 
idea that stuns ar<» passing away. 

E. W. Frisbee moved that a vole 
of thanks be rendered to the hottd 
management, the press, railroads, 
and committee on arrangements. 

Mr. Sawver ivad his paper on Ihe 
relations between employets and 
the deaf employees in an intirest- 
ing manner.

Rev. Mr. Sealing spoke of his 
experience in gettinir work for the 
deaf. They had a hard time of it 
in finding opportunities, but when 
they got work they held their 
places, and were industrious, cap- 
able ahd willing workmen. One 
thing he could say that rt^dounded 
to the credit of the deaf, was that 
lie never stiw one in pri.son. 

Albert Carlisle told how he lie- 
gan working for his board and 
clothes, in an undertaker shtip, 
later in a casket factory until he 
earned good wages, and has con- 
tinued in the same place seventeen 
years. ■* 

Mr. S. G Davidson said he was a 
half New Englander as he won his 
wife here. He spoke of three ways 
to g(M work — b.\ help from friends 
who were influential, by aid of Iheir 
own families, and by theii own ef- 
fort. One of the best plans forget- 
ting work is to ask only for a trial, 
wit hout compensation. 

Ml. Higelow moved thai Ver-

For several years the Eden Musee 
has beiM) trrowiiifi more popular as 
an amusement plac<». This is due 
entir(dy to the enterprise shown by 
the manaijement. Th(>re are in 
reality three features at the Mu.see 
and there is a continual rivalry 
between them. They consist of 
wax works, moving pictures, and 
afternoon and eveiiiuL' concerts. 
Each d(>partment is under the 
charjre of a skilled Manayrer whose 
only ol>ject is I.0 excel in that part- 
icular feature In Ihe wax works 
department the daily news is watch- 
ed witch much eagerness. When- 
ever an individual or an event is 
likely to bt>come of world-wide im- 
portmiee a study is made in wax 
and before it is placed on exhibition 
il is approved by th > directors of 
the Musee. It often happens that 
after fjronps aie made the>' are not 
placed on exhibition simply because 
the personage or event is not as im- 
portant as it first sfM'ined. The re- 
sult of working ahead is that in a 
nmrvelonsly slmit time a figure or 
group can be placf'd <in exhibition, 
notwiihstandintr that usually two 
weeks time is re(]|uired to complete 
a wax figure. When Kiii.sr Humbert 
was assassinated Ihe entire ait 
force workiMl night and day and 
within sixty hours the dead king 
was lyinir in stale ami lirasci was 
.seated in his cell. The alleged 
murderer Harris who was the cause 
of the ree»»nt iiprisinir MgiiinsI the 
neoro in New York City, is now on 
exhibition ami in a few days there 
will also be ohown a picture of 
Katie Scharn. In anticipation of 
important events in Europe nearly 
one hundred figures are being pre 
pared and thus at all times the 
Musee keeps thoroughly nvt to date 
in its wax dedartnient. The same 
amount of enterprise is shown with 
moving pictures. The Musei^ has 
its own photographers who are con- 
stantly on the nunc. They are in 
China now and soon will have pict- 
ures of the March to I'ekin. The 
Musee has also arragements with 
the leading manufactures of films 
so that in case of great necessity 
pictures are taken exclusively for 
the Musee and not shown elsewhere 
until discarded by the Musee. This 
was the case with the picture of 
Queen Victoria leaving Ireland. A 
series of twelve picture is shown 
each hour during tho day and even- 
ing and the Musee has such a col- 
lection of pictures that it is never 
nec(»s.sary to show the same series 
the second time in one ilay. Each 
week the entire series are changed 
and new pictures take their place. 
The afternoon and evening concerts 
are highly interesting and have 
programmes each day. 



INFORMATION DESIRED. 

Information is desired by 
the undersigned from any per- 
son who knew Michael John 
Smith, a former resident of 
Johnstown, Penn. He was a 
deaf-mute, born at Johnstown, 
Penn., September 12th, 1854. 
His parents were' Andrew and 
Mary (Marron) Smith. He 
attended the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution lor the Deaf and 
Dumb from October ist, 1866, 
to June 26th, i87-\ Sonu- 
time afterwards, he went west 
and little was known as to his 
whereabouts except that it 
wks reported that he went into 
the newspaper business. It is 
said that he lived for a while 
in St. Louis, and India, 111. 
On December 1;, 189(3, in 
Denver, Col., one M. J. Smith 
died : he was a deaf-mute. It 
is the purpose of this notice to 
obtain information that will 
identify the deceased as the 
original Michael John Smith 
above mentioned. The Smith 
who died at Denver was at 
different times a worker in the 
steel mills and smelters of the 
west, but was devoted to jour- 
nalism, lie was under the 
nom-dc-pluni( of Solid Mul- 
doon." th( Denver correspon- 
dent of the New York Deaf- 
Mutes' Journal: in 1887 he 
founded and edited the Merry 
World, a paper published in 
Pueblo, Col. Was also on the 
Kast Denver Echo, and other 
Colorado papers while he lived 
at Denver and Pueblo. He 
also wrote for the Deaf-Mute 
Lcadd, nl Brooklyn. While 
correspondent for the Deaf- 
Mu i'K.s' JouRNAi , it is said he 
became involved in a news- 
papet^ controversy with the St. 
Louis correspondent of the 
same publication. In Colora- 
do, Smith w.is known .is 
" Dummy " Smith by rc.ison 
of his being a deaf-mute. 1 !<• 
was there sometiities spoken 
of as " Milton " J. Smith. He 
attended a deaf-mute conven- 
tion held at Pittsburg, Penn., 
about twelve years ago.

When thes<» 
requirements are fultille<l, the fiill- 
fledgcid (ieorgian lied is diessfd 
with great attention to detail and 
elegance ^)ld br.K-ade ed^ed with 
bullion frinue is us4*d for the hang 
ing>' and counterpane that sweeps 
the floor, and the coat of arms of 
the owner is carved on the head- 
hoard of the couch. 

It is not everybody who can lay 
hands on a genuine carved (»eor- 
gian bed or dress it in antique bro- 
cade, but even with the modem 
iirass and iron i>ed, csurtains about 
the head and big feather-stuffed 
mattrewsirs for winter use are no 
longer a mere fashion, but are a 
geni'.ral custom. For half a cen- 
tury, the feather bed has been Iwik- 
ed UfX)n very coldly by experts in 
hygiene, but recently, both with re- 
gard to the hangings and the fea- 
ther mattress, a change of heart 
has come and delicate, nervous, 
neuralgic, rheumatic women, and 
particularly elderly persons, and 
those afflict<ed with insrtmnia has 
l>een recommended to take the fea- 
ther bed cure in the winter. 
Queen Victoria is one of the shin- 
ing proofs of the efHcacy of the fea- 
ther be<l, for where she goes a big 
tick full of feathers, in its leather 
traveling jacket, goes too, and al- 
ways the curtains are drawn ai>out 
the head of the bed to shut off any 
draughts.

one pair of blankets and a down 
quilt. The mrKjern bed, so called 
hygienic, requires more heavy

force, human ele«;tricity ; at least, 
this is what advo<-ates f»f the fea- 
ther t>ed say. 

All this drain the feathers pre- 
ven*, the easily yielding surface 
they present fwrmits perfect relaxa- 
tion of the muscles that can never 
be gained on a bed of even the best 
hair. With the coming of the 
eight«*nth century tjpe of English 
bed, the feather mattress was in- 
troduce<l, and now there are num 
iM^rs of women, who have not only 
learned their virtues, but, like the 
Queen of England, travel about 
with their la-ds done up in leather 
cases, some of the rheumatirts and

This Home was establishod by 
"The Church Mission to Doaf- 
Mutes," in 1880, on a farm of 150 
a(!res by the Hudson Kiver, six 
miles Ixdow Pouglikcepsie. It has 
been a (romfort already to ujiwards 
of forty afflicted people. Friends 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt. 
It is inlt-ndcd to i(»ccive inmates 
eventually from tliewlioh* Slat<i of 
New York. iN-ojile of this class 
have all been eihicuted, but have 
broken down in the liattle of life. 
Several of the inmates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

Ou Sunday night, Feb. 18th, the 
main building and tlie wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
by a sudden and dreadful fire. 
The inmates — fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely rescued, 
and are now comfortable in tempo- 
rary quarter's in Pouglikcepsie. 

In addition to the insurance, il 
will take $W, 000 to give our silent 
friends another Christian Refuge. 
They lost all tlieii iieisonal effects 
in the niging Maiiies. We would 
make them ghul Jigain as far as pos- 
sible. The Trustees of the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes ajipeal for 
funds lo build a new and belter 
Home.
